The Stale of Illinois will re- 
ceive a $i2,0oi),0im "Christmas 
present," Attorney General Wil- 
liam G. Clark announced today. 

The big revenue windfall is the 
result of a tax case decision just 
won bv Clark In the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Ironically, the Attorney General 
said, the disputed tax— the Leas- 
ing Occupation Tax Act— no long- 
er exists in Illinois. 

From lflf& lo 1!K>7, lllinnisnns 
were required to pay a 3'i per- 
cent stale lax levy on leased 
equipment — equipment such . as 
rcnl-a-car, tools, U-haul trailers 
and the like. The tax was later 
rcpealcdihy-thc legislature, how- 
ever, and went out of existence 
on August 1. 1067. 
§ Bui during the two-year period 
in which the tax was collected, 
tiic Constitutionality of the leas- 
ing tax was under challenge in 
the Illinois courts, and thus the 
revenues collected were placed in 
a special escrow or protest fund, 
pending a final court ruling. 

The case was ultimately ap- 
pealed, to the United Slates Su- 
preme Court, which, has now 
ruled that the lax wits, indeed, 
Constitutional. ' | 

Thus, Clark said, the Stale will 
receive the revenues accumulated 
from 1005 to August, -1967. ■ '

Illinois drivers who will be 
required to lake lite drivers li- 
cense examination us the re-ex- 
and mil ion program goes into ef- 
fect .Ian. 1 Will be notified of (lint 
fact when their renewal notices 
arc sent to them, Secretary of 
State Paul Powell said today. 

Only (ine-ninth of the licensed 
drivers 'will be called for re-ex - 
'amlnation ea'clt year, as the new 
requirement of the 'law is that 
all drivers bo re-examined once 
every nuie years, Mr. . Powell 
said. 

Those drivers who receive re- 
newal notices without any instruc- 
tions to take the examination may 
simply submit their application 
lis they have done in the past and 
their licenses will be renewed, 
he said. 

Sometime within the next nine 
years, however, every * licensed 
driver will receive instructions 
to report for -un examination, 
Secretary Powell pointed out. 

The first drivers to be called 
for examination will be those 
with records of previous revoca- 
tions or suspensions of their li- 
censes and convictions for traffic 
law violations, Mr. Powell said. 
Since those drivers are in the 
minority., he estimated they, 
would all be examined in three 
or four years. ' 

The. examination will include 
the vision test, road-sign recogni- 
tion test, written test on traffic 
•laws mid. in some cases, the 
driving, test, Secretary Powell 
said. The, decision to require the 
driving test will be based on the 
driver's record, plus other fac- 
tors which may come to the ex- 
aminer's attention in the course 
of giving the other tests. 

The new program will increase 
-the- driver— examining _ workload 
by about. 750.000 a year.- or 
roughly 3.000 a day. Mr. Powell 
siiid.

O'Connor,' senior vice president 
of Chicago Title and Trust Com- 
pany, said the Illinois economy is 
ending 19G8 on a strong note with 
employment and. income rising,- 
with prospects good for a contin- 
uance of the advance in 1009, 

"Employment rose only about 
1 per cent in I960, somewhat less 
than the national increase," O'- 
Connor said. "In part this re- 
flects the relatively greater pres- 
sure on the Illinois labor force. 
Unemployment averaged less 
than 3 per cent in the state, com- 
pared to about 3.5 per .cent for 
the nation." 

He noted that construction ac- 
tivity continued to be limited by 
shortages of skilled workers, par- 
ticularly . acute in the Chicago 
area. The Chicago housing mar- 
ket, he said, is -probably the 
strongest for any large city, and 
a high level of housing starts, 
especially apartments, Is almost 
certain in 19G9. 

O'Connor said trends In orders 
for capital goods,: and surveys 
of business - spending intentions 
suggest an upswing in output of 
the impo rtant Illinois machinery 
and equ iji men t — industries. Con- 
struction equipment demand is 
likely to increase in line with 
higher construction .activity, and 
_demand for farm -machinery, 
somewhat depressed in 1968," is' 
expected to revive. 
. The State Chamber spokesman 
observed that soybean crops were 
at record levels in' Illinois this 
year and production of meat ani- 
mals increased sharply. The re- 
sulting downward pressure on 
farm prices has reduced income 
somewhfltrand-thc-upword4rond 
iu farmland values appears to' 
have leveled >off. Nevertheless, 
the farm economy continues to be 
. vigorous. 

"In summary, 19fi8 was a rec- 
ord, year for the Illinois economy; 
If generally favorable forecasts 
for the nation are realized in 
19C9, the diversified Illinois econ- 
omy can be expected to share in 
— thejner ease in activit y. ■_

Postmaster General W. Mar- 
vin Watson suggested three ways 
a family can handle the rising 
volume of unordered merchan- 
dise Americans receive during 
the holiday season. 

■ "If you don't wont an unorder- 
ed item— such as tics, greeting 
cords, pen and pencil sets or auto 
key rings— put the merchandise 
aside for u reasonable period of 
tune, and if unclaimed, ;- dispos? 
oTit: ; 

"Another way," Postmaster 
General Watson said, "is to re- 
fuse to accept a package you be- 
lieve contains, goods , you didn't 
ask for. .lust write 'Refused— Re- 
turn to Sender' on the package 
and-: put it back Into (he mails. 
' "If a person uses an item, lie 
Is legally, obligated to pay iu 
most states. However, New York 
and Illinois have enacted legisla- 
tion which makes such' items an 
'unconditional gift.' 

"We* have found that unordered 
{shipments trouble many postal 
patrons," the Postmaster General 
said. "Many families mistaken- 
ly believe they have two choices; 
Either send, back a. payment, or 
relic the package and pay post- 
age for its return." ' . 

In some instances, promoters 
•attempt to collect by sending 
notices which suggest a family 
must pay for the unordered item. 
"Don't be troubled by these let- 
ters," Watson said, "because one 
might charge the mailer storage 
and handling costs."

Take Exams \ 

Illinois drivers who will be 
required to take the drivers li- 
cense examination as the re-ex- 
amination program goes into ef- 
fect Jan, 1 will be notified of that 
fact when their renewal notices 
are sent to them. Secretary of 
State Paul Powell said today. . 

Only one-ninth of the licensed 
drivers will be called for re-ex- 
amination each year, as the new 
requirement of the law is that 
all drivers be re-examined once 
every nine . years, Mr. Powell 
said. 

Those drivers who receive re- 
newal notices without any instruc- 
tions to take the examination may 
simply submit their application 
as they have done in the past and 
their licenses- 'will be renewed, 
he said. 

Sometime within the, next nine 
years, however, every licensed 
driver will receive instructions 
to report for ' an examination, 
Secretary Powell pointed out. . ' 

The. first drivers to be called 
for examination will be those 
with' records or previous revoca- 
tions or suspensions of their li- 
censes and convictions for traffic 
law violations, Mr. Powelhsajd. 
Since those drivers are in the 
minority, he estimated they 
would all he examined in three 
or four years. 

The examination will include 
the vision test, road sign recogni- 
tion test, written test on traffic 
laws and, in some cases, the 
driving test, Secretary Powell 
said. The decision to require the 
driving test will be* based on the 
driver's record, plus other foe- 
tors which may come to the ex- 
aminer's attention "in the course 
of giving the other tests. 

The new program will increase 
the driver examining workload 
by about 750,000 a year, or 
roughly 3,000 a day, Mr. Powell 
said. >■ 

Periodic re-examination of 
drivers has long been advocated 
by traffic, safety experts, and is 
"riow a part of the Federal gov- 
ernment's requirements for slates, 
to "-qualify - for - highway con- 
struction funds, Secretary Powell 
said. Failure to comply would 
result in the loss of 10 per cent 
of the federal funds.

Illineisana can look forward to 
a continued high level of business 
activity in the state during the 
year ahead. ' 

This optimistic forecast is the 
consensus of key business leaders 
from all parts of the stole, ac- 
cording to Francis E. O'Connor, 
chairman of the lOOHmcmber Eco- 
nomic Development Committee $f 
the Illinois Stale .Chamber of 
Commerce. 

In announcing results of the 
survey of committee members, 
O'Connor reported there was near 
unanimous agreement that eco 
nomic activity would continue its' 
rend upward during 1969. , 

O'Connor, senior vice president 
of Chicago Title and Trust Com- 
pany, said the Illinois' economy, la 
ending 19G8 on a strong note with 
employment and income . rising, 
with prospects good for a .contin- 
uance of the advance in 1A69. ■ 

"Employment rose only about 
1 per cent in 1968, somewhat less 
than the national increase," O'- 
Connor said. "In part this re- 
flects the relatively greater pres- 
sure on tiie Illinois labor force. 
Unemployment averaged less 
than 3 per cent in the state, com- 
pared to about 3.5 per cent for 
the nation." 

He noted that construction ac- 
tivity continued to be limited by 
shortages of skilled workers, par- 
ticularly acute in the Chicago 
area. The Chicago housing mar- 
ket, he said, is . probably the 
strongest for any large city, arid 
a high level of housing starts, 
especially apartments, is almost- 
certain in 19G9. 

O'Connor said trends in orders 
for capital goods, and surveys 
of business spending intentions 
suggest an upswing in output of 
the important Illinois machinery 
and equipment industries. Con- 
strue t io n .. . cquipm ent_ demand is 
likely to increase In line with 
higher construction activity, and 
demand for farm machinery, 
somewhat depressed in 1908, is 
expected" to revive. 

The State Chamber spokesman 
observed that soybean crops were 
at record levels in * Illinois this 
year and production of meat ani- 
mals increased sharply. The re- 
sulting downward pressure on 
farm* prices has reduced income 
somewhat, and the upward .trend 
in farmland values appears to 
hove leveled off. Nevertheless,^ 
'the farm economy continues to be 
vigorous. 

"In summary, 19GB was a rec- 
ord year for. the Illinois economy. 
If generally favorable forecasts 
for the nation are realized in 
1909, the dhMjrsified Illinois econ- 
omy cairoe expected to share in 
J he increase in activi ty.

Postmaster General \V. Mar- 
vin Watson suggested three ways 
a family can handle the rising 
volume of unordered merchan- 
dise Americans receive during 
the holiday season. 
■ "If you don't want an unorder- 
ed Item— such as ties, greeting 
cards; pen and pencil sets or auto 
key rings— put the merchandise 
aside for a reasonable period of 
time, and 1 if unclaimed, dispose 
of! it; .; 

'.."Another way,", 'Postmaster 
General Watson said, "is to re- 
fuse to accept a package you be- 
lieve contains, goods you dkln* 
ask for. Just write 'Refused— Re- 
turn to Sender' on the package 
arid: put it hack into the mails. 
' "If a person uses an item, he 
is legally obligated to pay in 
most states. However, New York 
and Illinois have enacted legisla- 
tion which makes such items an 
'unconditional gift.' 

"We have found that unordered 
'shipments trouble' many postal 
patrons," the Postmaster General 
said. "Many families mistaken- 
ly believe they have two choices: 
Either send back a payment, or 
retic the package and pay post- 
age for -its return."

attempt to collect by sending 
notices which suggest a family 
must pay for the unordered item. 
"Don't be troubled by these let- 
ters," Watson said, "because one 
might charge the mailer storage 
and handling costs."

Gerald W.- Cavanagh, president 
of the Chicago Motor Club-AAA 
and a member of the AAA policy 
committee, said that more than 
1,000 delegates attending the

eral-aid highway funds from 
those states whieh foil to con- 
form to al! Federal traffic saf- 
ety standards. 

"Such punitive measures im» 
pair the capability of states to 
meet basic requirements," said 
Cavanagh. "Instead of penalty 
clauses in the Federal Highway 
Safely Act, efforts should be 
made to develop incentive pro- 
grams to stimulate and acceler- 
ate such Federal program |n> 
ability of states to finance basic 
highway safety programs .cannot

The AAA delegates also passed 
a new resolution calling for ade- 
quate regulation and control of 
all roadside advertising either by 
local ordinance or state law.
